£lght-H<mr Bill Necessary to Carry 


Out Provision of the Constitution. 


Gutarie, Ok., May 22.—Appropria- 


tions to the extent of $1,333,382 were 
suspended In midair for a time today 
the result of a ruling by Speaker 
Murray holding tfbat the spirit ol tdie 
•constitution in prohibiting the pas- 
sage of revenue bills the las-t five 
days of a legislative session also in- 
cluded 
appropriation 
measures. 
It 


was the intention of the constitution 
framers, he stated, to prevent rush- 
Ing through at the last hour healthy 
sums of money under the Inspiration 
of the closing, and the fact it was 
omitted in letter confirmed his be- 
3Jef that it was an error in tihe en- 
rollment of the organic law of the 
state. 


A point against the ruling, made 


by Mr. Tillotson of Nowata, was not 
sustained. 
Later in the day, bow- 


ever, the speaker relieved the situa- 
tion by reversing his decision, for 
the reason there would be no other 
opportunity -to get the appropriation 
through the legislature. 


"I 
will not attempt to establish 


the precedent," said the Speaker, in 
recalling the ruling, "because of the 
Absolute necessity of making certain 
appropriations. 
I believe it will be 


the duty of the next legislature to pro 
vide for a constitutional amendmen 
that will prevent approaprlatlon bills 
"being passed 
during the five las 


das of a session." 


Had not the 
appropriation bills 


been permitted to become 'laws, 
Special 
session 
of 
the 
legislature 


would have been a certainty, for the 
measure involved covered sums for 
maintenance of the state educational 
institutions and some of the state de- 
partments. Among the appropriation 
•were: Foraker Orphan home, $40,000; 
the State University, $107,000; school 
for the deaf, $40,000; the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College, $40,000 
Corporation 
Commission, 
$84,000; 


State Banking department, $20,000; 
the Edmond, Alva and Weattierford 
normal schools, $133,000; Langston 
(colored) university $50,000. Among 
the appropriations finally disposed of 
In the senate today were $5,000 for 
•the board of arbitration, factory in- 
spectors and superintendents of the 
free 
employment 
bureaus, provided 


for in the biil creating the State 
partment of labor; 
$40,000 for 
the 


state orphan home. $2,500 for 
th 


sta-e board of health, .$0,250 for the 
state historical society, $107,000 for 
the r"iiritenance of the state univer- 
sity »ii Norman, and 312,052 for the 
salav.ea, mileage and per diem of the 
county ot'F.cors in the recent state 
election.
